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COMMUNITY LIBERATES TWO FLOORS OF HARLEM HOSPITAL 
FOR METHADONE PROGRAM 

NEW YORK (LNS) --"I was going to throw myself 
in front of a car and then my friend told me about 
this program. 11 

"I know a dude who took the money his 
mother gave him to buy her heart medicine with. 

And when he came back from shooting up, she was dead.” 

Drug addicts in Harlem and other poor neigh- 
borhoods are desperate. If they decide to kick, they 
have nowhere to go right away. That is, they had 
nowhere to go before the United Drugfighters of Har- 
lem took over two formerly unused floors of Harlem 
Hospital and turned them into a drug rehabilitation 
center. 

It wasn’t very fancy looking in there, not 
even as good as the rest of the rundown hospital. 
Blankets were spread out on the floors because there 
were no beds: the hospital didn’t keep its promise 
to provide them* Clothes were hung on clotheslines 
stretched across the rooms. 

But everyone there was enthusiastic. 

Many of the three hundred young Black and Third 
World people now occupying the liberated drug center 
had tried to be admitted to the hospital before. One 
young man said that a common practice of the hospital 
was to send people away telling them to come back 
in two or three months. "Or they give out little 
pink and white pills,” he said, "and tell you to go 
home and kick by yourself. You find out when you try 
it that they’re nothing but sugar pills and you 
have to kick cold turkey.” 

If someone happens to be sick and gets into 
the hospital for that, then they stand a chance of 
getting detoxified. One teenager said, "I know kids 
who broke their legs on purpose just to get treatment. 

Treatment, under the program put together by 
people from the United Harlem Drugfighters, a variety 
of Harlem and East Harlem groups, including the South- 
west Harlem Community Orientation Center and the 
Young Lords Party, consists of methadone, lots of 
rest, wholesome food, and rap sessions. Copies of 
the Black Panther newspaper, and Palante, the paper 
of the Young Lords, were circulating among the par- 
ticipants in the program. It was all made possible 
because enough of the hospital staff cooperated. 


The Drugfighters issued a statement 
explaining the reason for the building 
takeover. The statement noted that, ’’There 
is no adolescent detoxification hospital 
treatment in Harlem, which has the larg- 
est adolescent drug problem in the WORLD.” 

The group demanded that hospital 
facilities and various funds, including 
’’emergency disaster funds," be used for 
anti -heroin programs. 

Calvin, an 18 year-old hooked on her- 
oin for four years, spoke for all the 
addicts at a press conference. "I’m ready 
to stay till the bust. I’m ready to help 
others stay.... I think there’s gonna be a 
good old riot if we don’t get what we want," 

The cops seemed more pleased about 
the possibility of a riot than about the 
fact that several hundred addicts--who 
survived by mugging and burglary- -were 

on their 

way to seeing things straight. Cops with 
walkie-talkies occupied the floors above 
and below the area taken over by the drug 
fighters . 

But after seven days , there has been 
no bust, and the program is still going on. 

Richie Brown, a* native Harlemite with 
a two-year-old- habit*,, said, "This program 
is really hip. It's not like any other 
program. "

Dear Jerry 

Your book DO IT! is one of the most anti- 
gay pieces of literature I've seen m current wri- 
ting -- movement or otherwise Throughout the book, 
you denigrate the villains of Amenka by suggesting 
that they are homosexuals One of the most disheart- 
ening things about this is that DO IT! came out in 
early 1970, a full half-year after the Christopher 
Street riots and the birth of the Gay Liberation 
movement «, 

A sensitive and conscious straight revolution- 
ary should quickly become aware of her/his heterosex- 
ual chauvinism, should see that it oppresses gay 
people, and should shortly be able to screen out at 
least the most blatant expressions of anti-homosexual - 
ism. 

We get vey upset when Che tells us that women 
in a revolution can prepare a good meal for the male 
guerrillas when they come home from a hard day's fight- 
ing, but perhaps Che didn't have the benefit of a Wo- 
men's Liberation movement to confront him with his 
male supremacy and get the wheels turning right.. 

If you could put out a book chock full of anti-homo- 
sexualism after six months of gay riots, rapid Gay 
Liberatin growth, and good underground press coverage, 
you're not as hip and close to the action as DO IT! 
is supposed to lead us to believe 

We're making a new society, Jerry, and our 
vision is that everybody is going to be liberated* 

With your very heavy hetero-chauvinism you're usher- 
ing in a revolutionary culture that's going to mean 
continued gay oppression, and maybe even more severe 
state repression, ( Even the Cuban revolution has 
failed to liberate homosexuals, you know, actually 
increasing gay oppression.) Let's free everyone, 

Jerry. Us homosexuals, too 

A few examples form DO IT' will illustrate 
just what it is you do. "Dick Daley fell asleep 
every night scratching his crabs (which he got from 
his closed-door advisory meetings with J Edgar 
Hoover) „ " (p. 163) Hoover and Daley are both con- 
temptible men, and you want to express what s wrong 
about them, — — 


But instead you infer that they fuck to- 
gether iou intend two men fucking to be taken 
as a disgusting thing or at best a joke. But 
that's all screwed up, Daley and Hoover are pig s > 
they're lackeys, they're fascists. THAT'S what 
makes them disgusting. If they DID fuck together, 
that would be the same as any two people fucking 
together , certainly better than rapes, and cer- 
tainly no worse than a whole lot of fuck-exploi- 
tation of women 

"The entire university administration was 
drunk, sucking each other off in the back rooms 
of the university," (p. 227) Ain't nothing wrong 
with sucking! In fact, one of the things wrong 
with Ronald Reagon is that he probably DOESN'T 
suck , Talk about what's REALLY objectionable 
about university administrators, not some 

slur that is in effect an attack on all homosexuals. 

How are my overwieght sisters and brothers 
supposed to feel if I call, some paunchy pig 
"Fatso"? Or my small-breasted sisters if I call 
Pat Nixon "Tiny Tits"? Or my Black sisters and 
brothers if I call Duvalier a "Nigger"? It's an 
attack on all of them for the wrong reasons. We're 
about fighting sexism, capitalism, racism, to- 
talitarianism, hetero-chauvinism, imperialism. 

To put a person down for being fat, flat, black, 
gay, or for resembling a cartoon character (like 
calling Hoffman "Magoo") is oppressive and 
inhumane . 

And you've got gay friends too, Jerry -- 
sure you do You may not know it, because they 
may be keeping it a secret. Who could blame them, 
with a fag-baiter friend like you to contend with? 
Consider how they feel when you put them in the. 
same category as Daley, Hoover and Reagan under 
the derogatory heading "cocksucker"? You force 
us into a position where we have to defend these 
pigs from your opportunistic attacks. 

Keep pushing me, Jerry, and you'll find 
me allied with some ruling class pig who is also 
homosexual -- allied against a common oppressor -- 
that great freedom fighter Jerry Rubin, I 
couldn't be liberated in Yippie society as long 
as something so central to my life as my sexu- 
ality is an object of ridicule. Let's get our 
vision into shape so that all the oppressed 
'"2 : } August S, 1970 
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peoples will fight to win its realization. 

Next time you gay-bait a pig. remember that 
you're attacking MY homosexuality. Don't use it 
as a weapon -- not against anybody , The Pig Class 
uses people's oppressions as tools. ..our arms are 
revolutionary. 

"Fuck bureaucrats, especially the 'nice' Deans 
of Men who put one hand around our shoulders while 
the other hand gropes for our pants." (p. 215) You 
should be able to raise specific. and actual objec- 
tions to bureaucrats, not mythical ones. 

After Tom Foran spoke of the Conspiracy as 
the "freaking fag revolution," Stew Albert wrote 
that somewhere buried-deep - in Foran 's balls is a 
homosexual. It's ironic that DO IT! places you, 
the object of Foran 's vicious gay-baiting, well 
at the top of my scale . of heterosexual supremacists 
(I once mistakenly told Foran that I thought HE 
was the leader) . 

So what's in YOUR balls, Jerry? What if we 
met and liked each other? I might put one hand 
around your shoulders while the other hand gropes 
for your pants, just like the nice Dean of Men. 

I'd be expressing something I felt for you, 
honestly . 

Once we overcome the fear we've been taught, 
lift the barriers, and start to open up where 
before was suppression, then we can begin to 
eliminate considerations of gender in human 
relationships. Perhaps we could love one another, 
brother. 

As I write this you’re in prison. Nothing 
but men. It's an opportunity for broader experi- 
ences, a new evaluation. In your loneliness, do 
you welcome a person's touch? A man can be 
tender, affectionate, human. A man might arouse 
you. Would you let it happen? What if it somehow 
got out that you were having sex with fellow 
inmates? I guess it would shatter your reputation 
as a rooster. Is the old image worth saving? 

What do you think, Jerry, about the Gay 
Liberation movement? We're bigger now -- the 
wildfire's spread from New York all across the 
country, to Billings, Montana^ Normal, Illinois, 
Tallahassee, Florida. We're even taking it to 
Cuba. I'm leaving in a few days, going down with 
Nancy. People tell me to keep my damn gay mouth 



shut . . .But you know I'm gonna fight Til 

We're stronger now -- marches, ralliSiy 
media broadcasts, dances, forums, "integrati^g^^^- 
bars, concerts, carnivals. Seven of yS; 
attacked by some angry heterosexuals 
if they were incited by DO. IT! anti-gay pf©j 
maybe they associated us in their minds with 


cocksuckers Hoover, Reagan, and Daley. So we 
now add to our list of activities: self-defense 
classes . 


We even took a building at the University 
of Chicago and held a big Gay Guerrilla Dance in 
defiance of an official university ban on Gay 
Liberation Dances. YIPPIEf

DOMINICAN REVOLUTIONARY, OTTO MORALES, 
MURDERED BY U.S. BACKED POLICE

SANTO DOMINGO, DR, R, (LNS)-- After a week of 
terrorism in which National police and a new right- 
wing organization called La Mano murdered 11 people 
here, the police finally caught up with Otto 
Morales on July 16, following weeks of intensive 
search for the young revolutionary. Secretary Genera 
of the Dominican Popular Movement (MPD) , 

In order to protect the people in the apart- 
ment house where he was hiding, Otto surrendered 
to the heavily armed police contingent that had 
surrounded the building. A few hours after he was 
driven away in custody of the police, the announce- 
ment was made that Otto Morales had been killed in 
a furious gun battle at the apartment house. 

United Press International and the rest .of the 
pig press dutifully circulated this account of the 
killing, despite numerous eye-witnesses who said 
Morales had given himself up and was unarmed. 

Like his American brothers Fred Hampton, Mark Clark 
and Carl Hcmpton and an endless list of other 
martyrs, Otto Morales was murdered in cold blood 
by poli ce- -in this case, by a force that is equipp- 
ed, trained and advised by the U.S, Agency for 


Juan Bosch's PRD, a liberal-reformist party, 
was elected to power in 1962 with the support of 
the Truji lloists and ousted by a right wing coup 
in September 1963. When, in 1965, a popular re- 
bellion was on the verge of toppling the right- 
wing government, returning Bosch to power, the 
U.S. sent in 45,000 Marines to crush the rebellion. 
The Marines killed 3,000 Dominicans. Having learn- 
ed his lesson, Bosch refused to participate in 
last May's staged "elections," and seems to be 
waiting for a popular revolt to bring him back 
to power. 

I Morales' party, the MPD, has been leading a 
massive movement of Dominican workers, peasants 
and students in developing an armed struggle for 
socialism * 

Otto was 26 and had been fighting for the lib- 
eration of his people since the age of 14, when 
he joined the movement against the Trujillo 
dictatorship* After the assination of Trujillo 
in 1960, he continued to struggle against the 
oligarchic government that replaced the old dictator 
and was deported in 1962 * 

During his exile he visited Cuba and began to 

study Marxism. He returned to his country in tiae 
to participate in the 1965 rebellion, at which 
time he joined the MPD. In the next 
five years he organized among peasants and workers 

and rose rapidly in the MPD organization, finally 

stepping into the position vacated by the arrest 

of Maximiliano Gomez, who was one of the 20 political

Morales ' murder has caused a national outrage 
in the Dominican Republic, where Joaquin Balaguer's 
right wing government, set up with the help of U*S* 
Marines in 1965, is fighting for its life. The 
young revolutionary's death dominated the headlines 
for days while the Christian trade unions condem- 
ned the murder as "savage and monstruous", and Jose 
Francisco Pena Gomez, secretary general of Juan 
Bosch's PRD (Revolutionary Democratic Party) said 
that the murder was "careful Jy planned by the 
National police" who ,r have bloodied their hands by 


prisoners released in exchange for U.S* Col. 

Donald Crowley, kidnapped by the revolutionaries 
last March* 

The CIA operatives who work through the Public 
Safety Division of USAID have stepped up their 
campaign to wipe out the leadership of the MPD, 
which has played a leading role in the struggle 
against the Balaguer regime* 

The hand of the imperialist master shows up 
in unseemly places* In a raid the night before 
Otto was killed, during which police machine- 
gunned an apartment building for two hours, people 
in the neighborhood said that the police were taking 
orders from a civilian who carried a machine-gun 
and who spoke with a strong foreign accent, 
occasionally using English phrases* Authorities 


killing this young man full of life and hope for 


our country „ 
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here officially deny that U.S . advisors work with 
the police force, and that the CIA has taken a 
special interest in the elimination of the MPD. 

But USAID and military personnel, many of them 
with recent Vietnam experience, talk privately of 
’’the old pacification stuff” being applied to the 
Dominican Republic. 

As in Vietnam, pacification means official 
terror when all other methods to crush a poor and 
rebellious people have failed. The government here 
is so afraid of the Dominican people, it couldn’t 
even allow Otto Morales’ funeral to take place. 
Police and army units fired into the funeral pro- 
cession on its way to the cemetery, killing one 
person and wounding several and forcing the pall- 
beareis to abandon the coffin in the street. A 
military vehicle then picked it up and delivered 
it to the cemetery. Only the immediate family was 
allowed to enter the cemetery. 

A police officer announced shortly afterward 
that ’’The corpse was buried militarily, without 
communist fanfare.” 

A few days before he was murdered, an article 
by Otto appeared in a local daily in response to 
an article by a member of Juan Bosch’s PRD that 
said the police were not planning to kill Otto, 
but in fact were prepared to guarantee his safety. 

Otto wrote: ’’Only if you think it is possible 
to prepare a revolution without* confronting the 
actual government can you come to the conclusion 
that the repressive police are capable of giving 
security for the lives of revolutionaries 

In the same article Otto promised to continue 
the struggle ”no matter the sacrifices, since we 
are conscious of our responsibility- as revolution- 
ary leaders.” 

The day after the funeral a munitions dump 
of the Dominican army located in front of the 
heavily fortified San Isidro Air base was totally 
destroyed in a series of explosions that lasted 
from 8 P.M. to dawn. Many of the residents of 
Bonito, two miles away from the site, fled from 


machinery of death, against which Otto Morales 
struggled all of his political life. 

* * * 

Dominican exiles living in New York City 
issued the following statement: 

”At this very moment, Colonel Crowley 
[Chief U.S. advisor to the Dominican Air Force, 
kidnapped and released by Dominican revolution- 
aries in exchange for political prisoners last 
March] plays golf, smiles, and walks around our 
city free as a bird, a shit bird that is, and 
the Dominicans pay the highest price of sacri- 
fice for their freedom, their lives! 

’’There will be a time in which ’Yankee 
privileges 1 will be swept away from our beloved 
land, there will be a time in which we will 
be ready with revolutionary violence to answer 
aggressions like the one committed against Otto. 

”In Santo Domingo there is nothing but a 
people fighting and dying for their freedom and 
national independence, and a miserable sector 
of society trying to stop our advances... 

’’Otto Morales’ death was not in vain. His 
sacrifice has given us more strength to fight the 
enemy. With is death, we are more determined 
than ever to carry out a final revolutionary 
assault against the bloodthirsty forces of U.S. 
imperialism and their Dominican lackey, Joaquin 
Balaguer. . . 

[Otto Morales] ’’has left a wife and four 
children, but they too will carry out his 
struggle, people’s struggle.”

Have you been zapped by the stock market re- 
cently? Have your high-flying glamour stocks tak- 
en a plunge? Here's a tip. When things start 
to go sour in the business world, you can't reallv 
count on those secondary glamour firms. You need 
something really solid. You need to invest where 
its safe from the ups and downs of the American 
economic crisis. 

Take gold mining, for example. Most of the 
gold mined in the "free" world comes from South 
Africa, which is now considered one of the most 
stable countries for investment. Companies there 
pay workers less than 31* a day and gold is still 
selling at $32 an ounce (sometimes higher).

Charles Hngle- 
hard- -personal friend of LIU and mill, and the nan 
whose career was the inspirat’on for Ian Fleming's 
G old linger --directs the company. So, for -/our mon - 
ev you get gold and other selected investments in 
South Africa’s dynamic economy, all watched over 
by Charles Engelhard, a man very close to the 
action there. 

With American-South African you get still an- 
other bonus. Besides a good investment, 1 ou get 
the satisfaction of knowing that vour are really 
helping white South Africa. When 6P people were 
killed in the Sharpevillc Massacre of I 960 , the 


South African economy suffered a severe crisis. 
American-South African hastily organized a new 
?30 million investment portfolio to bolster the 
hadlv-shaken economy. As the then South Afri- 
can Prime Minister Heinrik Verwoerd said at the 
time: ’’For South Africa, American-South Afri- 

can came just in the nick of time,” Since I960, 
Arne r i can -South African has found apartheid an 
increasingly profitable area for investment.

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SUBVERTING THE BOY SCOUTS

LIVINGSTON MANOR, New York (LNS) --At the end of 
July, half-way through the summer camp season, ther 
was a confrontation at the Boy Scout Camp where I 
was working. It was a modest confrontation, but it 
was enough to upset for a while the daily all-Amer- 
ican routine of swimming, arts and crafts and cook- 

outs. The administration of the camp, like most ad- 
ministrations, showed itself to be what it was--whi 
was a great education for everyone „ 

A few staff members had been showing Newsreel 
films to the rest of the young staff as well as 
discussing socialism, communism, and revolutionary 
thought for a couple of weeks and had gotten a pret 
ty good response. You’d expect anyone working at a 
Boy Scout camp to be pretty straight, but it just 
ain’t true. The Boy Scouts had to lift their restri 
tions on long hair, beards and moustaches because 
it was impossible to get anyone to work there other 
wise. 

Grass is pretty easy to come by, and about a 
third of the staff or more, turns on. 

Recently a sign saying ’‘People’s Free Store” 
appeared on the camp trading post (canteen), and 
Viet Cong flags and hammers and sickles showed up 
throughout the camp* A lot of this was sort of a 
game, but staff members soozn started getting pissed 
off because they realized that neither they nor the 
campers had even the most basic rights. They found 
that crew-cut mentalities were allowing long hair* 

It was the Newsreel films that really drama- 
tized this for the staff members and campers. One 
day, word came down through indirect channels that 
the camp director was uptight and wouldn’t stand for 
one more screening. 

A few of us were called in front of the direc- 
tor. 

’’You can’t show these films,” he said casually. 

’’Why can’t I? Don’t I have any rights?” 

’’You can’t show these films.” 

I asked him what he would do if he knew that 
I had a tent full of communist literature. "Well,” 
he said, ”if I wanted to, I'd go and confiscate it.;!

At the sc air meeting that night, the camp di- 
rector proudly vowed to be "Adolph Hitler and fire 
every staff member ttiut strikes.” 

The waterfront walked off anyway (along with 
a number of campers j and retused to work for 
two hours * I hen they decide d to hire back the 
f • waterfront director themselves. 

Most of the campers at this camp were from 
upper middle and middle class white families. But, 
in this democracy , the Boy Scouts are determined 
not to be branded discriminatory., So, the camp 
has a "Poverty Troop Program" for kids from the 
streets of poor, usually urban black, Puerto 
Rican and Asian -Amen can neighborhoods. 

During the strike, the staff talked about 
the way the black and Third World kids were 
■taught how to build fires in the woods, how to 
lash— tie knots to hold logs together, and how 
they never learned anything that would be useful 
to city life. 

Staff members were angry that they were the 
ones passing on white values to these kids. They 
started taking a closer look at what the Boy 
Scouts were ail about,, 

Many scout: masters think that scout camp is 
like the army, so that's how they run their camp- 
sites. When scouts are insubordinate , they have 
to clean latrines or build stone walls. Marching 
goes on constantly, from here to there. The few 
who are allowed to choose rifle practice are told 
it’ll help them when they get into the army. 

When staff members investigated, they found 
that the Boy Scouts have a military history. The 
founder of the Scouts was Robert Stephenson Ba- 
den-Powell, a British general who wrote a book for 
army men called "An Aid to Scouting" which was so 
popular that he decided to write one just for boys. 

Bey Scouting is big business. A company called 
the National Supply of thv Boy Scoots of America . 
has a complete monopoly on goods sold t.o scouts. 

The un i f o rm is protected by Ceng re 5 s , an d this make 
makes it impossible for any private business to 
undersell the National Supply Division. 

One older scout mu.-d/'li it has the national

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DC GETS NO-KNOCK 5 PREVENTIVE DETENTION: NEW 
PLANKS IN THE PROGRAM FOR A POLICE STATE 
LIBERATION News Service 

WASHINGTON (LNS)--An important plank in the 
legal foundation for a police state has finally 
emerged from the maze of Congress by a Senate 
vote of 54 to 33. It is Nixon's year-old anti- 
crime bill for Washington, D.C., which, as At- 
torney-General John Mitchell has pointed out, could 
be the model for state legislation in the future. 

It permits "law enforcement officers" to 
break into a building or apartment without warning 
if they feel "there is reason to believe evidence 
inside would otherwise be destroyed." Nice and 
vague . 

What's mere, a person charged with a crime 
can be held in preventive (or pretrial) detention 
for up to 60 days if a hearing indicates that they 
are "dangerous to the community" and might commit 
crimes if released. 

The bill also legitimated phone taps by local 
police when approved by a court, though it re- 
assuringly restricts their use when the conversa- 
tion is between physician and patient; attorney 
and client; clergyman and parishioner; or husband 
and wife. On the other hand, they have to listen 
to any conversation before they can decide not to 
use it. 

Senator Sam Ervin of North Carolina freaked 
out over this bill. 

"We are told it is necessary for us to throw 
provisions of the U.S. Constitution into judicial 
garbage pail in order to cope with crime in the 
District of Columbia?" he asked. 

But his audience was small and shrinking. 

Sam got the point.

Cortez was freed under $5,000 bond, cut 
from $10,000 after wide protest. These protests 
had already resulted in dismissal of conspiracy 
charges against him and five other black people. 

They became known as the Black Six after 
being charged with plotting to blow up oil re-- 
fineries during an uprising in Louisville's 
largest ghetto in May, 1968. The trial ended • f- 

when the judge directed the jury to find them • 4 
not guilty. He said the state had produced no 
evidence to support its charges. 

Cortez had been locked up since June 1, ; 

1968, when police claimed they found the shot- 
gun in his motel room. The West End of the city 
was in turmoil because of its occupation by the 
National Guard and the killing and wounding of 
black people by police. 

Attorneys for Cortez told the Supreme Court 
that police did not advise him of his right to 
remain silent after arrest nor about his right 
to counsel. The government says he went willing- 
ly to police headquarters and police therefore 
had no obligation to advise him of his rights. 

Cortez's attorneys note that a warrant for 
his arrest had been issued the day before, so 
he was entitled to warning about his rights. 

Cortez said he had never seen the shotgun be- 
fore police brought it to headquarters.
